JOHN ALFRED SLADE- 


Some of the Noted Exploits of the 
Mighwayman- 
Denver Tribune.] 


John Alfred Slade, the noted outlaw 


and highwayman, used to wear a bead- 


ed and gaudily-covered buckskin suit 
which cost $750. Slade’s exploits are 
well remembered by all the old-time 
settlers in the West. At one time he 
became involved in a difficulty with a 
Frenchman named Jules, an Indian 
trader, who had spent the greater bas 
of his time among the Indians of the 
plains. 

Upon the establishment of the over- 
land line of coaches to California, 
Jules was much incensed, as he claimed 
it was an innovation upon the rights 
of the Indians and the traders, and 
would bring too many whites upon 
the plains, He waged incessant war 
upon the overland line, with the aid of 
the Indians and half-breeds, by run- 
ning off stock and committing other 
depredations, which continued. until 
John Alfred Slade. appeared upon 


the scene as a_ division agent 
from Kearney west. This man 
was a refugee from justice, 


having killed a man in his native 
county of Clinton, Illinois. Soon after 
taking charge of the division, Slade 
became the terror of the road, ‘and his 


in numerous quarrels with  stock- 
thieves and others. His quick aim 
and steady nerve sent many a desper- 
ado to a bloody grave; in fact, he 
sought quarrels, and, to use the par- 
lance of the times, ‘ always got his 
man.’ A deadly feud existed between, 


solved on his (Slade’s) death. Know- 
ing that on a certain day Slade would 
come down the road upon the over- 
land coach, Jules laid for him at the 
station, and as the tormer alighted 
from the coach, fired upon him with 
his gun, both barrels of which took 
effect, and as his enemy lay writhing 
upon the ground, poured the contents 
of his dragoon pistol into. his body. 
Then mounting a horse, Jules rode in- 
to the mountains, fearing the ven- 
geance of Slade’s friends. 

Strange and unaccountable as it may 
seem, Slade was found to be alive and 
was carried into the station, and, 
though lingering upon the point of 
death for months, he recovered from 
his wounds, laid his plans for the cap- 
ture Of his ‘enemy, who’ was finally 
hunted down and taken to Bovey’s 
Station. The names of the captors of 
Jules were Nelson Vaubn, John Fry 
and another man, who is now 2 resi- 
dent of Montana. Those three per- 
sons having secured Jules sent a mes- 
senger for Slade, and the two bloody 
men met again face to face. This 
time, however, Slade had the drop, be- 
ing heavily armed and with armed 


{captors of Jules at his back. Well 


knowing his doom was sealed, Jules 
stood up and ¢ emanded half a chance 
for his life. ou gave me no show,”’ 
retorted Slade, ‘but take this and de- 
fend yourself, ” handing the French- 
man a pistol, which he knew well 
would- not revolve—and the next in. 

stant a ball went through the head of 
Jules near the top of the skull, who 
reeled and fell. Slade and the party 
then retired to the next room to take a 
drink, but upon returning found that 
the prostrated Frenchman was gone. 
Horses were mounted and the country 
scoured to no effect; but\upon return- 
ing to the station the wounded Jules 
was found in an outhouse covered 
with hay. He was led out and shot 
through the mouth and again at the 
base of the ear, which finished the job. 

Vauhn cut off the ears of the dead 
man and gave one to Slade, reserving 
the other. The two worthies then 
came to Denver with these bloody tro- 
phies in their pockets, and wore them 
out at different bars on a prolonged 
spree, in slapping them on the counter 
as a tender for payment of drinks.

ARIZONA. 


Its Mountains, Plains, Rivers, Des- 
erts, Plateaus and Peoples. 


A Glance at the Territory Generally—The Min- 
eral Region—Che Navajo, Mvqul and 
Other Indian rribes. 


Arizona is supposed to consist for 
the most.part of deserts and barren, 
rugged mountains ‘infested with hos- 
tile Indian tribes. Such is the case to 
& certain extent; the central and south- 
western portions of the Territory con- 


_ sisting of deserts broken by numerous 


ranges of sharp, abrupt mountains of 
lava formations. These mountuins, 
under the burning vertical sun, glare 
like cinders, and always reminded me 
of what Bayard Taylor said of the 
Rock of Aden. Arizona p.ssesses 


’- many proofs of volcanic action, as the 


country around the Gila River and the 
Salt can testify. This truly desert 
country covers an area of several 


thousand square miles. 


THE DESERT IN THE NORTH 
is broken by the Sait and the Gila, and 
in the south by the Santa Cruz and San 
The largest tributary 
of the Salt isthe Verde. This river 
flows through a valley 2500 feet below 
the surrounding country. On the 
west it is entered through Copper 
Cafion. Fromahigh plateau on the 
Prescott =you first look down 
3000 feet @n Verde Valiey, always 
green except in winter, when 
it sometyues snows heavily, and on 
the girdle of chalky mountains, rising 
tier on tier in a confused mass of white 
peaks. In these 


Cave Indians. Though beautiful and 
very fertile, there. is no more un- 
healthy spet in the Territory than 
Verde Valley. The principal tributary 
of the Veide is Oak Creek, the hand- 
somest stream in Arizona. About 
twelve miles from its juuction with 
the Verde is the center of the Red 
Rock country. No artist nor poet 
could do this range of mountains jus- 
tice. During the rainy reason they 
are superb, and their thunder-storms 
magnificent. Standing giim sentinels 
to the treasures behine them are three 
irregular hills from 1000 to 1500 feet 
in height.. The center one is known 


THE LONDON TOWER. 


It is an exquisitely terr.ced, carved 


and sculptured, flat-headed cone, sur- 
rounded by adeep dry moat. It is 
girdled by three stratas of quartz, that 
shine out distinctly from their decp- | T€ 
red back-ground. At a distance the 
Tower seems to be small, but when 
passing it, it springs up in breadth 
and width as if by magic. Behind 
these three guards there extends for 
upwards of a hundred miles mountain 
after mcuntain and cone after cone, 

rising from amid a forest of pines, pre- 
senting to the mind a wilderness of old, 

deserted, sandstone castles, over which 
moss and lichen, ivy and wild flower 
reign supreme. Interspersed among 
these are mountains of ——— form, 
such as 

THE BISHOP'S MITRE, 


_ the Ting’rs, and the queer square of |. 


rock pierced by asmali hole through 
which the blue sky is always visible. 
The stream, like the country, lacks no 
beauty. It is full of rapids, cascades. 
waterfalls, tiny islands, and deep still 
_ pools, in some places overhung by 
high, red bluffs, and. its whole course 
marked by a line of tangled, inter- 
woven trees of vivid green. The water 
is pure and limpid, and what is better, 
there is plenty of it, Oak Creck. be- 
ing about the only stream, I believe, 
in the territory whose water does not 
sink through the bed in the dry 
As the water rushes over the 
mossy boulders, or pours in a white 
flood over some barrier, or dashes im- 
petuously by the little islands, sca. ter- 
ing foam and spray“in its wild course, 
I sometimes thought myself transport- 
ed to some, ideal reglm in which the 
tall waving trees au@jgrass, and grand 
scenery, were the samme as that sur- 
rounding the hidden, obscure, but 
none the less beautiful Oak Creek. 
Nerth of this are the Sau Francisco 
Mountains, 12000 feet high. 

THE NAVAJOES AND THE MOQUIS. 

In the northeastern part of the 
Territory is the Navajo R serva- 
tion. ‘he Navajoes are skillful in 
weaving the Nuvajo blankets, much 
prized by the whites. Just south of 
the Chiguito Colorado are the ruins 
of the Moqui Indian villages. hey 
are almast inaccessible, -but int-resting 
on account of their antiquity, and 
they are one link in the chain of mys- 
tery. encircling the history of th. 
former inhalitants of Arizona. In 
another portion of northern Arizona is 
the unexplored valley of the Supai- 
Yavapai Indians. This valley .is 
walled in by high precepives, down 
which one white man bas ventured, 
_and in doing so lost his life. He was 
one of a party from Prescott who en- 
deavored to discover un outlet from 
the valley but failed. The valley was 
afterward visited.

The ore 
is crushed in mills at Charleston, seven 
mile southwest, and at ntention, 
eleven miles northward, both towns 
being situated on tie San Pedro, a 
swift, narrow, muddy stream, having 
avery tortuous course and noted for 
its high banks.

I heard it 
ohce, not long ago, played by a band, 
and it brought back to my mind.a 
vivid picture of the savage scene of 
one of these fandangos. When the 
music ceased I was utterly unable to 
recall the chant and cannot do so 
now.
